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COFFEE STILL GOING UP, 


Rumor. of an Arbuckle Corner Helps | « 
Advance Price Nearly a Cent. 


Coffee, which has been climbing stead- 
ily in price for several years, but with 
more speed for the past few weeks, ad- 
vanced nearly a cent a pound on the Cof- 
fee Exchange yesterday during a session |. 
of the heaviest trading that market hag 
ever seen. The December option for the 
standard grade went to 14.95 cents pér 
pound, which is nearly double the price 
at this time in 1910, and represents a rise 
of about 8% cents per pounds since the 
first of the year. 

The present levels are the highest in a 
generation, and are due to the Brazilian 
Government’s action five years ago in 
discouraging further planting of coffee 
trees, and in taking out of the world’s 
markets under its valorization scheme the 
surplus supplies of the staple. 

These supplies are now held in ware- 
house, and are being marketed gradually. 
Actual coffee is selling still higher than 
the Exchange future contract¢, and Ar- 
buckle Brothers paid yesterday 16% and 
16% cents per pound for 150,000 bags of 
spot coffee. The news of the heavy buy- 
ing by the Arbuckles gave rise to rumors 
that the firm had cornered coffee, and 
induced many of the shorts on the Cof- 
fee Exchange. to cover. 

William A. Jamison, one of the partners 
of Arbuckle Brothers, issued a statement 
last night denying that his firm had a 
corner in the staple or were fixing the 
price. The advance here, he explained, 
was due to the rise in coffee prices on 
the Buropean Exchanges, and New York 
prices, he said, were still below those 
in the other markets of the world. 

“ We are buying coffee entirely for dis- 
tribution, roasted or. green,” he said, 
“and are selling at.a fractional advance 
over the prices at which we have bought. 
We are not piling up stocks for a corner. 
Prices to the consumer have not been 
much affected by the advance in raw cof- 
fee, Most of the coffee sold in this coun- 
try is marketed under trade names at 
standard prices, and these prices have 
in most instances been maintained.” 


NO CHURCH DOOR FEES. 


Apostolic Delegate Directs That Cus- 
tom Prevalent Here Be Dropped.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Oct. 18—The practice 
in some Roman Catholic Churches of ask- 
ing a contribution at the door, thus ex- 
acting a fee for a seat in church, is or- 
dered discontinued in a circular letter ad- 
dressed to all Archbishops and Bishops of 
the Church in the United States, and sent 
out by Mgr. D. Falconio, Apostolic Dele- 
gate at Washington, D. C, 

Father D. 8. Phelan, editor of The 
Western Watchman, has received the 
first copy in St. Louis. The letter. is 
phrased in the most sweeping terms, and 
condemns the practice in the strongest 
language. 





The order applies to all Cathdlic 
churches in America, and Mer. Falconio’s 
order becomes ¢ffective’ at once, the 
clergy being directed to rearrange for the 
collection of their revenues. Mgr. Fal- 
conio of the practice as “ bringing 
scan to both Catholics and non-Catho- 
lics,” and regrets that complaints, oh in- 
vestigation, have been showh to be “ too 
true.” The order is evidéntly the result 
of many years’ careful investigation, for 
Mgr.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 13.—William 
Brown, a former employe of The Los 
Afigeles Times, to-day positively identified 
James B, McNamara, on trial for murder 
in connection with that disaster, as the 
man. Who was seen hanging about in the 
alley that ran back of the main building 
of the destroyed plant on the night of the 
explosion, Oct. 1, 1910, 

The morning session of the trial was 
about half over when Joseph Ford, As- 
sistant District Attorney, entered the 
courtroom, bringing. with him a -man. 
Ford entered inconspicuously, and, taking 
his companion within the raj], seated him 
a dozen feet away from and facing Mc- 
Namara. 

The man fixed his gaze on the prisoner. 
Immediately the latter called Clarence 
Darrow, his chief counsel, over to him, 
and whispered: 

“They've brought that fellow here to 
identify me,” 

The stranger kept his place for a few 
minutes, all the while scrutinizing the 
defendant, Then he went to Ford and 
both withdrew. Ford refused to say who 
he was, but acknowledged that he had 
brought him there to identify J. B, Mc- 
Namara as “‘some one” the stranger 
knew. It developed later that the stranger 
was Brown. McNamars himself said that 
he had never seen him before. 

Brown was employed in the paper stock 
room of The Times at the time of the 
explosion, and is now a teamster. He is 
known to have reported to the Grand 
Jury that he had seen a strange man 
loite about in the vicinity of the alley 
in which the explosion is known to have 
occurred, Brown has been searched for by 
the prosecution for some time, and was 
lately found, 

His identification of the prisoner is said 
to be positive and to put the matter of 
McNamara’s presence on the corner of 
First and Broadway, the night of the 
explosion and within an hour of the time, 
beyond all doubt.

Proof that the trial of McNamara will 
-be a long-drawn and fiercely contested 
one was given to-day in the determina- 
tion evinced by both sides in the strug- 
gle that ‘has arigen ‘over the selection of 
a jury.”

We, the citizens of all China now 
waging war against the Manchu 
Government for the purpose of shak- 
ing oft the yoke of the Tartar con- 
queror by overthrowing the present 
corrupt state af autocracy and estab- 
lishing a republic in its place, and at 
the same time mMtending to enter upon 
@ more close relation with all friendly 
nations for the sake of mainitaining 
the peace of the world and of promot- 
ing the happiness of mankind, in or- 
der to make our action clearly under- 
stood, hereby declare: 

Firet—All treaties concluded between 
the Marchu Government and any na- 
tion before this date will be continual- 
ly effective up to time of their termi- 
nation. 

Second—Any foreign loan or indem- 
nity incurred by the Manchu Govern- 
ment before this date will be acknowl- 
edged without any alteration of terms 
and will be paid by the Maritime cus- 
toms as before. 

Third—All concessions granted by 
the Manchu Government to any for- 
eign nation before this date will be 
respected. 

Fourth—All persons and property of 
any foreign nations in the territory 
occupied by the citizen army will be 
fully protected. 

Fifth—All treaties, concessions, 
loans, and indemnities concluded be- 
tween the Manchu Government and 
any foreign nations after thig date 
will be repudiated. 

Sixth—All persons of any nationalities 
who take the part of thé Manchu 
-Government to act against the citizen 
army of China will be treated as ene- 


mies. 
Seventh—All kinds of war materials 


supplied by any foreign nations to the 
Manchu Government will be confis- 
cated when captured. 
This was the end of the negotiations, 
so far as the firm of London and New 
York oankers was concerned. The 
Chinese leader appeared no more in the 
matter, and “the financiers were left to 
conclude that he had raised his money 
elsewhere, most likely in America and 
China. For a month or two the heads 
of the firm thought something unto- 
ward might have happened to Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen, for they recalled how he had 
told them that he was shadowed ‘in 
England and that>there was a price of 
£10,000 on his head in China. 
Shadowed Even at Club. 
“T was first introduced to Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen,” said a member of the firm of 
bankers referred to, “at a social gath- 
ering in a well-known club. His host 
was a distinguished man whose name is 
very well known in connection with 
Chinese affairs. I was greatly struck 
with him. He was a charming racon- 
teur, and in wonderfully: good English, 
at once scholarly and idiomatic, he told 
us of the adventures of his eventful 
life. 
“Particularly vivid was his account 
of how he was kidnapped and #mpris- 
oned in the Chinese Legation in Lon- 
don. He told how numeraus attempts 
to assassinate him had been made in 
America, how China had put a heavy 
price upon his head, and how, in Eng- 
land, his footsteps were dogged.

SUN YAT SEN’S CAREER. 


Active for Revolution Since "1896, 
with a Price Upon His Head, 


Dr. Sun ‘Yat Sen, a slim little man with 
the air of a scholar about him, has been 
a thorn in the flesh of the Manchu Dy- 
nasty for many years. Since some time 
in the nineties there has been a price on 
his head, but he has: slipped noigelessly 


about the world, escaping the nets of the}- 


imperial authorities and always active 


about the revolutionary propaganda on 
which he hopes some day to build the ful- 
fillment of his dream—a Chinese republic 
for the Chinese. He was in New York as 
recently as last Spring. 

Sun Yat Sen was educted in Honolulu, 
where his father was a Chinese merchant 
of considerable meats. It was while a 
medical. student In Hongkong that he 
was thrown in with countless numbers 
of his fellow-countrymen who had re- 
turned. to China from all parts of the 
Western world and had brought with 
them much of the history and some of 
the spirit’ of the popular vernments in 
Canada and the United States. ~“Out_ of 
this element was formed the China Re- 
form Association, housed in Hongkong 
and back of one of the most daring a plots 
in the history of the empire.

A careful study. of modern activities 
‘and of the forces that are stimulating 
them must reveal the fact of a close and 
incredsingly important connection be- 
tween the schools and modern progress, 
and particularly between the higher in- 
stitutions of learning and the numerous 
progressive enterprises of the day that 
require for their successful management 
@ grade of service that only trained in- 
tellect and informed judgment can fur- 
nish. The demands of modern life and 
the scientific awakening that so charac- 
terizes the present have made progress- 
iveness in education, and particularly in 
higher education, @ necessity., 

That higher ¢@@ucetion under the old 
régime was in many, -perhaps in most, 
respects ypnfitted for the more general 
and the more practical demands of the 
present, is now ordinarily recognized. 
The typical American college of the early 
days was.in its methods and aims but 
little in advance of being mediaeval; it 
was out of touch with the world and with 
its activities, and was dominated not in- 
frequently by unyielding and bigoted con- 
servatism. Hampered by traditions and 
blinded’ by prejudices, its faculty clung 
tenaciously to the historic curriculum as 
the only one that could properly form the 
basis of a liberal training. Subjects, the 
study of which would bear directly upon 
the life work of the student, were re- 
garded with favor as instruments of edu- 
cation only when they happened to fall 


as the proper boundary of the academic 
fiela. The purpose of higher training in 
those days was very largely to fit young 
men for the ministry, although what was 
termed general culture and preparation 
for the other so-called learned professions 
were kept in view. Such being the at- 
mosphere surrounding the early higher 


it was essentially monastic, walled in by 
a conservatism that would in a large 
measure shut: out the light of modern 
progress. It was not and could not be, 
under such conditions, a broad human 
institution, furnishing opportunities for 
training in many fields and touching and 
influencing life in many directions. 

The awakening in higher education “In 
this country undoubtedly began with the 
rocegnition by some of our colleges and 
universities of other subjects than the 
traditional ones as worthy of places in 
the scheme of study and as being equal 
in importance from the educational point 
of view with the subjects that had there- 
tofore pre-empted the field. The signifi- 
cance of the movement is marked in this 
connection because of the fact that these 
subjects were, as a rule, of a kind that 
appealed directly and intensely to those 
who desired to fit themselves for the 
} More practical callings that the progres- 
sive tendency was fast bringing into 
prominence. As early as the middle of 
the last century the authorities of Brown 
University recognized that there was a 
real demand for a broader undergraduate 
curriculum, and, under the leadership of 
President Wayland, whose “‘ Report to the 
Corporation’’ upon the subject was a 
notable one, a modernized plan of study 
that was essentially an elective plan, was 
Introduced. In this an attempt was made 
| to “ adapt the cgurse of instruction to the 

wants of the whole community,” by the 
| introduction of new and. practical sub- 

fects which the student might elect. But 
| although the departure met with consid- 

erable popular support and favor, and for 
@ time resulted in a marked increase in 
attendance, the “ new system,” as it was 
called, did not have the unanimous and 
cordial support of the Faculty, and, par- 
ticularly under the succeeding .administra- 
tion, it failed to receive the encourage- 
ment necessary for its successftl develop- 
ment. Although the more practical sub- 
jects were continued to some extent they 
were in a measure discredited. The en- 
vironment was not as yet favorable for a 
vigorous growth in the new direction, al- 
though it should be’ said that’ lack of 
funds was a serious obstacle in ‘the way. 

But more successful &nd more far-reach- 
ing in its results and influence than the 
movement at Brown was a similat one 
undertaken a few years later in a new 
State university of the West. Before the 
election of its first President, Dr. Henry 
Philip Tappan, the Univefsity of Michi- 
gan, although @ university in name, had 
been essentially a college of the tradi- 
tional type, With the beginning of Dr. 
Tappan's administration, however, views 
upon the subject of higher education that 
were then considered advanced were an- 
nounced as in accordance with the future 
policy of.the institution. The seed fell 
upon ground that was ready to receive 
it, and the harvest therefrom has indeed 
been plentiful. No eccount of the pro- 
gressive movements in higher education 
in the country, without at least a brief 
reference to the Michigan plan and to 
what the first President of the university 
did in the way of bringing to the front 








educational ideas that were beginning to 
challenge recognition, would be complete. 

In fts early days Michigan’ was fortu- 
nate in having among its public men sev- 
eral who were fitted by nature and by 
training for constructive leadership in 
matters of education. Promfhent in this |: 
work were Isaac Edwin “Crary and ‘John 
Davis Pierce—men to whom the State 
owes a debt. of gratitude that can tiever

departures as new conditions have made 
n It provided for a uni 
in the real sense of that term, to be de- 
velcped as an inseparable part of a sys- 
tem of public instruction. But what {is 
probably most important from the point 
of view of higher education, the scheme, 
in its final form, by a constitutional pro- 
vision emancipated the university from 
legislative control, so’ far as the handling 
of its funds and the management of its 
internal affairs were concerned, and left 
it free to be developed by its governing 
board under the adyice and direction of 
its President and Faculties. By the pro- 
vision the university became a Sceunteac 
tional ingtitution and thereby gained an 
independent position that has contributed 
largely to its growth and general pros- 
perity. 

But progressiveness in higher education

It is quite apparent that the progressive 
movements in higher education “have, to 
a very large extent, met the popular. de- 
mand for opportunities for ‘liberal train- 
ing that wonts enable. the student to fit 
himself for his life work, whatever the 
field of: his, future activity. The move- 
ments have added enormously to the nec- 
essary financial burdens of our colleges 
and universities. But the funds have 
generally been forthcoming either from 
private benefaction, or from public ap- 
propriations.. The lWhberality of men of 
wealth in this field and of State Legis- 
latures is a matter of world-wide com- 
ment. It shows a very General apprecia- 
clon of ‘he benefits that flow directly an 
indirectly from higher institutions ‘ of 
learning. But while the progressive 
movements described have been in re- 
sponse to popular demand, have been lib- 
erally supported, and are to be com- 

mended, we should not lose sight of the 
fact that they have been largely along 

practical and essentially material lines, 
and that unless cpectel efforts are made

THE MEXICAN VICE PRESIDENCY. 

It seems likely that the election of 
Vice President of Mexico will devolve 
upon the Senate. At least four candi- 
dates have been voted for, and a fort- 
night after the elections the returns are 
incomplete. It is claimed by the lead- 
ers of the Progressive, or Madero, party 
that Mr. Privo Svarwz, its candidate, 
has received 60 per cént, of the vote. 
If that is true hie election is assured. 
But the claim lacks verification. His 
vote may not be more than half the 
total vote cast. Mr. pz LA BARRA, the 
Provisional. President, and Dr. Fran- 
cisco Vasquez Gomes, Minister of Bdu- 
cation in his Cabinet, are the principal 
opponents of Pino SuarnEes. Mr. DE LA 
Barra, who refused the nomination, 
and was put forward by the Catholic 
Party without his consent, probably re- 
eelved the next largest number of 
votes. He has recently published a 
statement that he will decline to ac- 
cept the office, even ff elected. There 
is gome.doubdt about his privilege to do 
this, as‘a citizen, but it is not likely 
that the Senate will override his wishes. 
He has already taken passage for him- 
self and family to Europe, and will 
abide by his intention to keep out of 
Mexican politics while Mapero is ad- 
ministering the affairs of the ngtion. 
The choice of the Senate, therefore, will 
be between Piro Suarez and VasquEs 
Gomez, and there is little doubt that 
the former will be chosen. 
The Vice President will fill an im- 
portant plece in the Cabinet, and ooc- 
cupy the Chief Magistrate's place in 
case the President dies before his term 
expires. Because of the influence 
wielded in this office by Ramon Cor- 
RAL, who wes very unpopular, its im- 
portance seems magnified in Mexican 
eyes. The uncertainty about the Vice 
Presidency seems now to be the only 
excuse for political annoyance in Mex- 


ico.

THE BINET TEST IN SCHOOLS. 

The Children’s Court witnessed the 
other day an example of what the new 
scientific tests of deficient mentality in 
children can do.. By the examination) 
of Dr. Max G. ScuuaPr, the neurolo- 
gist for the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children, it was deter- 
mined that one lad, aged 14, was unable 
to answer satisfactorily questions be- 
yond the group which, after thousands of 
examinations conducted by Prof. Binet 
of Paris, was standardized for children 
of 9 years, His mentality was: found 


to be that of a boy of 9, The Judge 
paroled the child in the custody of his 
mother, who promised to send him out 
‘West in a.new environment. We un- 
derstand that the Binet tests for chil- 
dren up to the fifteenth year are being 
introduced into the schools, with the 
result that the children who should go 
into the ‘backward classes" are more 
easily discovered and classified, while 
wome attempts at diagnosing the causes 
of their mental deficiencies at com- 
mitment to institutions ot to medical 
care are being made. 

Many cases of feeblé-mindedness are 
hereditary—not all of them. Even he- 
reditary cases. may ‘ultimately respond 
to treatment, Recent medical research 
has detefmined that a chief cause of 
idiocy or of unbalanced mentality may 
be looked: for in the improper or defi- 
cient - secretion of certain specialized, 
glands, suchas the thyroid; the pitui- 
tary body; the. super-renal capsules, or 
the glands ‘of. tie @igestive’ organs, 'so 
thet they fall.to supply the blood and 
‘tissues with chemicals needed ine deli} 
roately adjusted equilibrium. Cretinism, 
‘tor instance, ise well recognized form

THE “EQUAL PAY” FALLACY. 


“ Inequality ” Is Made by Nature, Not 
by the Legislature. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

“Equal pay” is a transparent fallacy, 
but it seems again to need light behind 
it to show it to be so. 

Educators in general feel that the 
schools need men in certain positions, and 
@ certain proportion of. men teachers rae 
how, not because they are “ superior” to 
women, but because their point of view, 
and therefore their influence, {s different. 
If these men are to be men em having 
the city must pay them what such men | 
could earn in other pro ns, i. ¢@., 
wages that will permit a man to support 
wife and family. On the other hand the 
city has to pay its. women teachers such 
wages as will induce the kind of woman 
wanted to prefer teaching to some other 
profesion, 1. ¢., wages that will support 
& single woman. This is, with a few ex- 
ceptions, the normal situation. And here 
at once is the “ inequality ’ made by. na- 
ture, not by the Legisiature. 

The business of the city is to get good 
women, where women teachers are need- 
ed, and pay what is necessary to get 
them, and to get good men, where men 
are needed, and pay what is necessary to 
get them; and not to attempt to’ estab- 
lish, at huge expense to us all; an arbi- 
trary equality of salaries, to soothe the 
pride of the women teachers. 

The -perennial plaint of the “ woman 
taxpayer” is absurdly beside the mark. 
She notices that she pays taxes. because 
she makes out a check for a certain sum. 
Other women don’t notice it, because their 
busbands make out the checks, but it 
comes out of the money that théy would 
otherwise share. Here, as in other mat- 
ters of our democratic country, taxpaying 
has nothing to do with the case, 

Can we not discuss the schools, the 
great hope of the Nation, simply with a. 
view to making them do their best work, 
without having the issue confused by the 
sex-antagonism and sex-assertion that is 
the fruit of the agitation for suffrage?

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, Oct. 18.—With 
some 200 mountain precincts still missing | , 
woman suffrage ‘appears to have won by 
2,500 in @ total vote of 240,000, 

Women can begin registering with the 
County Clerks at once and be prepared to 
cast: their votes at any general or special 
election after thirty days from the passage 
of the*Constitutional Amendment No, 4. 

According to the Secretary of State a 
constitutional amendment becomes part 
of the Constitution and is in effect just 
as soon as it is carried by the electorate. 
This opinion was confirmed by Attorney 
General Webb. Under the general elec 
tion laws, however, the women must 
comply with the registration réquire- 
ments, and the law prescribes that to 
vote at any election o must. be reg- 
istered at least thirty ys prior to the 
election. This would prevent the women 
of the State from cas their ballots at 
any of the local o pion and other elections 
which will be held throughout ie State 
within the next Mr rahe days.
